Summer  FUN  began  on  Wednesday  the  9th  with  dealer  set  up  at  2PM.  The  public  came 
in  on  Thursday  at  10AM.  There  were  214  dealer  booths,  2  more  than  last  year.  Attendance 
was  approximately  3000.  The  temperature  in  Orlando  was  about  90  degrees  with  showers 
in  the  afternoon.  The  show  was  in  Hall  WA1,  next  to  the  Rosen  Centre.  Little  did  we  know 
that  there  was  a  boys  age  7-12  basketball  tournament  right  next  to  us  in  Hall  WA2.  At 
times  they  were  totally  unsupervised  and  bouncing  basketballs  everywhere.  It  was  a  mir¬ 
acle  no  one  was  hurt. 

There  were  11  exhibits  filling  47  cases.  We  had  6  educational  programs,  2  each  day,  that 
were  reasonably  well  attended.  The  YN  program  had  40  kids  and  the  Scout  program  had  91. 

The  Coin  Club  Get  Together  had  28  attendees  representing  19  different  coin  clubs.  The 
Piedmont  Gold  Panners  always  seemed  busy.  We  had  5  coin  club  buses  bringing  in  156 
club  members.  Jacksonville  had  39,  Ocala  &  Palm  Beach  each  had  35,  Sarasota  25  and 
West  Hernando  had  22  on  board. 

The  grading  services  attending  were,  NGC,  PMG,  ICG,  and  ANACS.  The  Heritage  Auction 
did  $  9,721,000.  We  had  Wizard  Supply,  “Coins  &  Kids”  booth  had  prizes  for  all  kids. 
There  were  26  tables  in  the  Budget  Section  and  15  tables  in  the  Foreign  &  Ancient 
Section.  Every  dealer  that  I  spoke  to  said  they  had  a  good  show.  As  far  as  I  know  every¬ 
thing  went  smoothly. 

Many  thanks  go  out  to  Convention  Coordinator  Cindy  Wibker,  FUN  Officers  &  Board,  and 
all  of  the  FUN  volunteers. 

We  now  look  forward  to  the  January  FUN  show,  8-11,  2015.  It  will  be  FUN’s  60th  anniver¬ 
sary  and  the  300th  anniversary  of  the  sinking  of  the  1715  Fleet  off  of  the  east  coast  of 
Florida.

The  only  thing  hotter  was  the  YN  Program  at  Summer  FUN.  On  Thursday  and  Friday  we  had  the  “Coins  and  Kids”  booth 
open  for  those  YN’s  who  could  not  be  here  on  Saturday.  Then  on  Saturday  over  100  YN’s  came  through  the  booth  to 
spin  our  prize  wheel  and  see  what  they  could  take  home.  Next  to  our  booth  was  the  FUN  Photo  booth.  Kids  from  3  to 
103  dressed  up  for  pictures  showing  that  they  were  the  richest  people  in  the  show.  There  were  a  lot  of  laughs,  and  a  lot 
of  smiles,  as  the  cameras  clicked  away. 


Forty  YN’s  came  to  the  YN  program  early  on  Saturday  morning.  We  had  a  wonderful  “Coin  Trivia”  presentation  by  Steve 
Cochran  from  “Gainesville  Coins”.  Participants  who  answered  question  from  the  category  “All  About  Coins”,  received  a 
1  ounce  copper  round  representing  the  “Year  of  the  Horse.”

This  continuing  web  video  series  will  educate  and  entertain  the  amateur  coin  collector  and  the 
experienced  numismatist  alike. 


As  a  kid,  Steven's  never-ending  curiosity  led  him  to  explore  and  dig  out  the  history  of  the  things  he  found.  While  other 
kids  wanted  to  be  firemen  or  astronauts,  Steven  wanted  to  be  a  history  teacher.  His  love  of  history  and  curiosity  led  him 
to  become  a  professional  historical  researcher  as  an  adult.  He  brings  these  skills  to  Gainesville  Coins'  new  web  show, 
"The  Coin  Explorer,"  as  he  delves  into  the  history  and  background  of  a  different  old  or  new  precious  metal  item  every 
week. 


We  ended  our  program  with  a  great  raffle  that  contained  awesome  prizes,  including  a  album  of  presidential  medals,  90% 
silver  rounds,  folders  filled  with  coins,  and  commemorative  coin  featuring  the  Civil  War  battle  at  Gettysburg.  Everyone 
then  had  a  delicious  lunch  complements  of  FUN.

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My  ANA  Summer  Seminar  “Experience”  grades  a  70!

I  was  the  recipient  of  Fun's  Scholarship  for  a  week  at  ANA's  Summer  Seminar,  and  also  the  recipient  of  ANA's  Senior 
Scholarship  for  another  week.  I  used  these  2  weeks  to  increase  my  understanding  of  how  the  grading  services  apply 
grading  standards  to  United  States  Coins.

During  the  second  day  of  Rick’s  class,  we  talked  about  die  design  changes,  popular  varieties,  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian 
cent  patterns,  die  anomalies  such  as  gauges  and  polishing  lines,  and  planchet  anomalies  such  as  laminations  and  wood- 
grain  toning.  I  noticed  how  closely  everyone  paid  attention  in  class  and  some  asked  very  good  questions.  This  was  truly 
an  absorbing  and  fascinating  class  for  any  Flying  Eagle/Indian  cent  enthusiast,  and  it  was  apparent  that  everyone  in  the 
class  thought  so  too. 

In  class  on  Tuesday  we  started  out  discussing  counterfeits.  Rick  showed  several  different  types  of  counterfeit  cents, 
including  one  Indian  cent  that  was  so  good  it  had  even  made  it  into  a  PCGS  holder!  It  is  seriously  scary  how  well  some 
counterfeits  are  made,  especially  those  created  by  a  very  crafty  counterfeiter  known  as  “the  Bay  Area  Counterfeiter.”  He 
(or  she)  created  high  quality  counterfeit  coins  that  are  known  to  have  come  out  of  the  San  Francisco  area  during  the 
1960’s-1970’s.  Rick  showed  us  examples  and  told  us  how  to  tell  the  difference  between  coins  with  altered  dates,  altered 
mint  marks,  electro  spark  erosion  (which  had  pitting,  polished  fields,  rough  devices),  and  direct  transfer  counterfeits  (forc¬ 
ing  the  coin  into  a  blank  die).  Rick  also  displayed  a  few  different  date  counterfeit  coins  that  were  made  from  the  same 
counterfeit  dies  which  could  be  detected  by  locating  the  exact  same  repeating  marks  on  different  coins.  The  1877  Indian 
cent  is  one  of  the  most  commonly  counterfeited  cents,  however,  all  regular  issue  1877  Indian  cents  have  a  shallow  “N” 
in  ONE  on  the  reverse.  Many  of  the  counterfeiters  who  create  fake  1877’s  use  the  more  common  bold  “N”  reverse  die 
design,  thus  making  it  easy  to  detect  a  counterfeit  1877.  Discussing  these  counterfeit  coins  was  probably  the  most  fas¬ 
cinating  part  of  the  entire  class  for  me  since  it  is  the  area  of  numismatics  that  I  find  the  most  daunting. 

After  class  and  dinner,  it  was  off  to  the  YN 
auction  which  was  the  highlight  of  the 
whole  week!  The  YN’s  worked  tirelessly  to 
obtain  donations  of  items  for  the  auction, 
describe  and  list  them  in  the  catalog,  then 
prepare  and  print  the  catalog.  There  was 
also  competition  between  the  first  and  sec¬ 
ond  Summer  Seminar  sessions’  auction  to 
try  and  “beat”  the  total  earned  at  each  auc¬ 
tion.  I  understand  the  prior  session 
brought  over  $12,000.  Well,  the  second 
session  auction  more  than  doubled  that 
figure,  with  a  total  of  over  $30,000! 


For  those  of  you  who  have  been  to  a 
Summer  Seminar  YN  auction,  you  know 
that  the  only  rule  for  the  auction  is  that  there  are  no  rules,  so  pretty  much  anything  goes!  Some  of  the  antics  I  have  seen 
include  others  using  unattended  bidder  numbers  to  raise  bids,  crazy  bid  amounts  for  small  value  items,  “accidental”  bids 
from  someone  scratching  their  nose,  etc.  It’s  all  in  good  fun  and,  of  course,  it  all  goes  to  a  very  good  cause.  To  give  you 
an  example  of  some  of  the  pranks,  at  my  first  YN  auction,  I  didn’t  know  about  the  “no  rules”  clause  and  left  my  bidder 
card  on  my  chair  while  I  walked  around  to  take  photos.  Pretty  soon,  thanks  to  whatever  person  I  was  sitting  next  to  who 
slyly  used  my  bidder  paddle,  I  was  the  proud  owner  of  one  of  Tiny’s  straw  hats  for  $35!  Then  shortly  after  that,  I  was  bid¬ 
ding  on  a  Jacques  Wiener  medal  I  had  my  eye  on,  and  before  I  knew  it,  my  good  buddy  Todd  Pollock  was  bidding  against 
me  -  he  didn’t  even  collect  medals!  But  as  I  found  out  a  little  too  late,  he  wasn’t  even  using  his  own  bidder  number,  he 
had  “counterfeited”  my  bidder  plate  and  was  bidding  against  me  with  my  own  bidder  number!!!  Such  shenanigans  are 
common  in  the  YN  auction,  so  newbies  beware!

It  was  now  Wednesday,  which  was  graduation  day  and  the  awards  banquet.  In  class,  Rick  showed  us  some  of  the  more 
popular  and  interesting  Indian  cent  varieties.  He  had  recently  written  an  article  that  included  the  top  100  Indian  cent  vari¬ 
eties  so  we  saw  and  discussed  several  of  them.  The  first  one  he  happened  to  show  on  the  screen  was  an  1862  Indian 
cent  I  discovered  a  few  years  ago  with  a  reverse  die  gauge  (when  the  coin  is  rotated,  the  gauge  has  a  very  similar  look 
to  a  part  of  the  male  anatomy). 

Rick  also  displayed  more  guess-the-grade  coins  on  the  screen  so  we  could  see  if  we  had  improved  our  grading  skills, 
which  I  am  happy  to  say  we  all  had.  This  purple  magenta  toned  1877  was  one  of  the  more  beautiful  coins  we  graded  off 
the  screen.  When  he  passed  it  around  for  us  to  grade  in  hand,  we  all  drooled  over  it  and  felt  it  was  accurately  graded. 

One  of  my  fellow  students,  Dave,  who  was  also  an  EAC  collector,  brought  several  aluminum  foil  pressings  of  large  cents. 
They  were  made  by  placing  foil  around  the  coin,  then  using  a  pressing  seal  like  a  notary  seal  (with  blank  rubber  inserts) 
to  tightly  press  the  foil  against  the  coin.  Then  the  coin  was  carefully  slipped  out  and  the  foil  placed  in  a  plastic  2  x  2  to 
preserve  the  image.  These  pressings  were  so  well  done  that  you  could  even  identify  the  variety  of  the  coin  just  by  exam¬ 
ining  the  foil  pressing.  I  was  very  fascinated  by  these  pressings,  and  very  pleased  when  Dave  graciously  gave  one  of 
them  to  me. 


When  our  class  finally  came  to  an  end,  Rick  gave  each  of  us  our  “grad¬ 
uation”  certificates  -  whahooo,  I  passed!  Then  we  all  posed  for  a  class 
photo. 

At  the  awards  banquet,  the  ANA  gave  out  various  awards  to  the  YNs 
and  Certificates  of  Appreciation  to  all  the  instructors  for  volunteering 
their  time  to  help  support  the  Summer  Seminar  program.  While  the 
ANA  pays  for  their  travel  expenses,  all  the  instructors  take  time  away 
from  their  families,  jobs,  and  businesses  to  teach  the  various  classes 
at  Summer  Seminar.  It’s  a  huge  time  commitment,  but  these  folks 
show  a  true  dedication  to  education  and  enhancing  the  field  of  numis¬ 
matics.

MYTHS,  MISINFORMATION  &  MISUNDERSTANDINGS 


One  of  our  Board  members  recently  sent  me  a  magazine  that  contained  an  article  that  focused  on  taxes  and  precious 
metals  bullion  and  coins.  He  sent  it  to  me  since  he  saw  a  number  of  significant  errors  pertaining  to  the  broker  reporting 
regulations  (IRS  information  return  form  1099b)  and  the  cash  reporting  laws  (IRS  form  8300.)  While  his  original  thought 
was  we  could  send  them  correcting  information,  the  article  had  so  many  errors  that  we’d  pretty  much  have  to  rewrite  the 
article.  (We  don't  write  for  individual  dealers’  newsletters.  We  often  write  for  numismatic  publications  such  as  FUN- 
TOPICS  and  other  hobby  newspapers.  ICTA  members  can  get  our  information  from  the  ICTA  website  in  the  Members 
Only  section.)  In  addition,  the  article  had  a  focus  on  what  they  perceived  as  “tax  loopholes”  that  were  outlandishly  wrong. 
The  “advice”  in  this  article  could  have  disastrous  effects  for  anyone  following  it. 


Here  are  a  couple  things  to  be  wary  of. 

IRS  FORM  1099b  -  There  are  only  three  gold  coins  that  may  require  reporting  on  this  form  -  Gold  1  ounce  Maple  Leaf 
coins,  Kruggerands  and  Mexican  Onzas.  Bars  of  gold,  silver,  platinum  and  palladium  are  reportable  when  you  sell  a 
quantity  that  meet  certain  finenesses  and  also  reach  CFTC  commodity  contract  minimums.  The  only  silver  coins  are  a 
bag  quantity  ($1 ,000  face  value)  of  90%  U.S.  silver  coins.  BUT  it  doesn’t  matter  whether  the  items  you  sell  require  report¬ 
ing  on  a  1099b  or  not,  as  a  non-reportable  item  on  which  you  make  a  profit  will  not  be  exempt  from  appropriate  taxes. 
Not  having  an  IRS  form  filed  does  not  give  you  a  pass  on  taxes. 

Cash  Reporting  Form  8300  -  If  someone  recommends  that  you  buy  and  sell  your  coins  and  precious  metals  products  for 
cash  in  order  to  avoid  taxes,  they  are  giving  you  very,  very  bad  advice.  You  may  find  yourself  facing  federal  felony 
charges  for  preventing  an  8300  form  from  being  filed.  Certain  bearer  instruments,  such  as  money  orders  and  cashier’s 
checks,  may  also  be  treated  as  cash.  If  paying  with  a  cashier’s  check  or  other  bearer  payment  instrument  with  a  face 
value  of  over  $10,000,  the  dealer  will  not  have  to  treat  that  payment  as  cash.  Multiple  bearer  instruments  each  with  a 
face  value  of  $1 0,000  or  less  will  require  the  dealer  file  the  form  if  the  total  of  the  transaction  is  over  $1 0,000.  Don’t  even 
think  of  asking  a  dealer  to  do  a  trade  “without  paperwork.”  Any  dealer  who  is  willing  to  do  this  is  violating  federal  law, 
and  you  will  likely  find  federal  agents  anxious  to  talk  to  you  if  the  dealer  is  caught  or  you  have  given  them  another  rea¬ 
son  to  investigate  you.  By  the  way,  when  you  withdraw  cash  from  your  bank  account,  the  bank  may  have  filed  a  CTR 
(currency  transaction  report.)  You  won’t  know  it  since  the  bank  already  has  all  the  information  on  file  for  your  account 
that  it  needs  to  complete  the  forms. 

Be  sure  to  carefully  evaluate  anything  you  see  written  on  regulations  and  tax  issues  for  the  credentials  of  the  author  and 
the  validity  of  the  information.  Just  because  something  appears  in  print  in  a  nice  looking  magazine  does  not  mean  the 
data  is  accurate. 


SALES  TAXES 

The  Marketplace  Fairness  Act  is  still  pending  in  Congress.  This  bill,  if  passed,  will  require  merchants  in  every  state  to 
collect  every  other  state’s  sales/use  tax.  The  out-of-state  dealer  will  be  required  to  add  your  home  state’s  tax  to  the 
invoice.  No  more  buying  from  out-of-state  to  avoid  sales  tax. 

Technically  right  now,  if  your  state  still  levies  sales  tax  on  precious  metals  and  coins,  you  still  owe  what  is  called  the  “use 
tax”  -  the  same  percentage  as  the  sales  tax  -  on  your  purchase.  The  only  reason  you  may  think  you  don’t  owe  the  tax 
is  because  the  dealer  from  out-of-state  currently  is  not  required  to  collect  your  state’s  tax  unless  they  have  some  “pres¬ 
ence"  in  that  state.  In  fact,  many  states  now  include  a  line  item  on  your  state  income  tax  return  requiring  you  to  own  up 
to  how  much  you  purchased  from  out-of-state  and  to  include  that  tax  amount  with  your  return. 

Unlike  what  you  may  have  heard  or  read,  this  Marketplace  Fairness  Act  is  NOT  limited  to  internet  transactions.  It  will 
require  the  merchants  to  collect  the  other  states’  tax  on  any  internet,  mail  and  phone  orders.  Ironically,  dealers  located 
in  the  5  states  where  there  is  no  sales  tax  on  anything  will  find  that  they  have  to  collect  the  sales/use  tax  for  all  other  45 
states  even  though  they  don’t  have  to  do  it  for  their  home  state! 

Don’t  be  fooled  into  thinking  this  bill  cannot  pass.  There  are  currently  some  political  shenanigans  going  on  behind  the 
scenes  in  Washington  that  may  get  this  bill  sneaked  onto  a  larger  bill  toward  the  end  of  this  year.  ICTA  is,  of  course, 
//or king  on  helping  to  prevent  this,  but  we  are  too  small  to  prevent  this  from  happening  on  our  own.

DEALER  ALERT 


As  I  write  this  we’ve  just  gotten  word  that  some  dealers  have 
received  notice  that  Chase  Bank  will  be  closing  their  bank 
accounts.  Unlike  other  instances  we’ve  reported  in  the  past, 
there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  correlation  to  a  dealer’s  compli¬ 
ance  with  cash  reporting  and  AML  requirements.  The  banks  are 
not  providing  any  reason  for  the  account  cancellations,  but  those 
we’re  aware  of  have  had  long  time  accounts  and  good  relation¬ 
ships  with  the  bank.  If  your  bank  has  arbitrarily  decided  that  pre¬ 
cious  metals  and  coin  dealers’  account  aren’t  worth  the  “risk”, 
they  can  decide  to  decline  your  business  just  as  you  can  refuse 
to  do  business  with  certain  clients.  At  this  time  we  are  attempt¬ 
ing  to  determine  if  these  actions  by  Chase  are  part  of  a  nation¬ 
wide  policy  of  the  bank,  but  we  have  determined  that  these 
recent  notices  are  not  limited  to  any  one  state  or  geographic 
area.  It  is  very  possible  that  other  banks  will  follow  suit. 

We  strongly  urge  all  precious  metals  and  coin  dealers  to  estab¬ 
lish  a  second  bank  account  with  another  bank  in  the  event  you 
suddenly  get  such  notice  from  your  existing  institution.  It  does 
not  matter  that  you  have  banked  with  them  for  many  years,  have 
provided  any  and  all  AML  and  other  information  the  bank  may 
have  required  in  the  past  or  if  you  have  a  spotless  record  with 
them  as  these  dealers  did.  Protect  yourself  by  having  another 
account  for  your  business.  Do  it  as  soon  as  possible.  You  may 
think  this  cannot  happen  to  you,  but  so  did  these  currently  affect¬ 
ed  dealers.  You  don’t  want  to  have  to  scurry  to  find  another  bank 
if  you  get  a  closure  notice.  While  it  is  Chase  we  have  heard  of 
today,  other  banks  may  very  likely  follow  their  lead,  especially  the 
larger  banks.  You  may  want  to  check  out  a  local  bank  that  may 
be  more  interested  in  accepting  your  account.

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The  Douglas  MacArthur  Philippine  coins  of  1947

T his  year  marks  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  passing  of  General  Douglas  MacArthur  (January  26,  1 880  -  April  5,  1 964). 
It  is  a  sad  fact  that  many  people  today  would  be  unable  to  state  who  Douglas  MacArthur  was  or  what  place  in  history  he 
has  assumed.  As  World  War  II  and  the  Korean  War  drift  further  into  the  annals  of  history,  sadly  the  lives  and  accomplish¬ 
ments  of  the  great  commanders  are  in  danger  of,  as  MacArthur  himself  said  “slowly  fading  away.”  In  his  highly  regard¬ 
ed  biography,  American  Caesar,  Douglas  MacArthur  1880-1964,  historian  William  Manchester  presents  a  sympathetic 
yet  balanced  portrait  of  this  great  general,  extolling  the  MacArthur  for  his  military  genius,  administrative  skill  and  person¬ 
al  bravery,  while  pointing  out  his  vanity,  paranoia,  and  tendency  toward  insubordination.  Manchester’s  central  thesis  is 
that  MacArthur  was  an  analogue  of  Julius  Caesar,  a  proposition  Manchester  supports  by  noting  their  great  intellect,  bril¬ 
liant  strategic  military  skills,  unfettered  political  ambition,  magnanimity  as  conquerors,  as  well  as  their  shared  tragic  flaw 
of  hubris.  MacArthur  was  a  dominate  force  in  America’s  WWII  war  experience  in  the  Pacific,  and  played  a  crucial  role  in 
the  West’s  early  response  to  Communism  in  the  Far  East.  A  complex  man,  he  exhibited  strategic  brilliance  in  his  often 
forgotten  role  in  the  reconstruction  of  post-war  Japan,  yet  he  also  possessed  extraordinary  vanity  which,  in  many  cases, 
almost  led  (and  ultimately  did  lead)  to  the  General’s  downfall.  In  2013  the  United  States  Treasury  issued  a  commemora¬ 
tive  Five  Dollar  gold  coin  featuring  General  Douglas  MacArthur,  but  this  was  not  the  first  (or  only  time)  that  MacArthur 
was  so  honored.  During  his  lifetime,  MacArthur  appeared  on  what  are  perhaps  the  most  commonly  encountered  coins 
depicting  this  famous  American  General:  the  1947  Commemorative  Peso  and  Fifty  Centavos  coins  of  the  Republic  of  the 
Philippines.  These  coins  were  minted  at  the  United  States  San  Francisco  Mint  and  designed  by  the  famed  sculptor,  Laura 
Gardin  Fraser.  This  article  will  examine  these  two  commemorative  coins  featuring  this  iconic  WWII  General,  the  first 
coinage  issues  of  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  as  a  sovereign  nation. 

General  Douglas  MacArthur 

Douglas  MacArthur  was  an  American  general  and  field  marshal  of  the  Philippine  Army  who  was  Chief  of  Staff  of  the 
United  States  Army  during  the  1930s  and  played  a  prominent  role  in  the  Pacific  theater  during  World  War  II.  He  received 
the  Medal  of  Honor  for  his  service  in  the  Philippines  Campaign,  (December  8,  1941  to  May  8,  1942)  which  made  him  and 

his  father  Arthur  MacArthur  Jr.  (June  2,  1 845  to  September  5, 
1912)  the  first  father  and  son  to  be  awarded  the  medal.  At  the 
time  of  this  writing,  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  and  his 
son,  General  Theodore  Jr.  is  currently  the  only  other  father- 
son  recipients 

Douglas  MacArthur  was  one  of  only  five  men  ever  to  rise  to 
the  rank  of  General  of  the  Army  in  the  U.S.  Army,  and  the  only 
man  ever  to  become  a  field  marshal  in  the  Philippine  Army.  He 
was  raised  in  a  military  family,  and  was  valedictorian  at  the 
West  Texas  Military  Academy,  and  First  Captain  at  the  United 
States  Military  Academy  at  West  Point,  where  he  graduated 
top  of  the  class  of  1903.  During  the  1914  United  States  occu¬ 
pation  of  Veracruz,  he  conducted  a  reconnaissance  mission, 
for  which  he  was  nominated  for  the  Medal  of  Honor.  In  1917, 
he  was  promoted  from  major  to  colonel  and  became  chief  of 
staff  of  the  42nd  (Rainbow)  Division.  In  the  fighting  on  the 
Western  Front  during  World  War  I,  he  rose  to  the  rank  of  brigadier  general,  was  again  nominated  for  a  Medal  of  Honor, 
and  was  awarded  the  Distinguished  Service  Cross  twice  and  the  Silver  Star  seven  times. 

From  1919  to  1922,  MacArthur  served  as  Superintendent  of  the  United  States  Military  Academy  at  West  Point,  where  he 
attempted  a  series  of  reforms.  He  was  next  assigned  to  the  Philippines,  where  in  1924  he  was  instrumental  in  quelling 
the  Philippine  Scout  Mutiny.  In  1925,  he  became  the  Army's  youngest  major  general.  He  served  on  the  court  martial  of 
Brigadier  General  William  “Billy”  Mitchell  (December  29,  1879  -  February  19,  1936)  and  was  president  of  the  American 
Olympic  Committee  during  the  1928  Summer  Olympics  in  Amsterdam.  In  1930,  he  became  Chief  of  Staff  of  the  United 
States  Army.  As  such,  he  was  involved  in  the  controversial  expulsion  of  the  Bonus  Army  protesters  from  Washington,  D.C. 

MacArthur  retired  from  the  United  States  Army  in  1937,  and  at  the  request  of  President  Manuel  Quezon,  became  Military 
Advisor  to  the  Commonwealth  Government  of  the  Philippines,  essentially  the  Commander  of  the  Philippine  Army.  On 
December  8,  1941,  almost  simultaneously  with  the  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor,  the  Japanese  attacked  the  Philippines  and 
MacArthur  was  recalled  to  active  duty  as  commander  of  the  United  States  Army  Forces  in  the  Far  East.  The  destruction 
of  his  air  force  on  December  8,  1941,  and  the  invasion  of  the  Philippines  by  the  Japanese  soon  required  MacArthur's 
forces  to  withdraw  to  Bataan,  where  they  heroically  held  out  until  May  1942.  in  1932,  and  the  establishment  and  organi¬ 
zation  of  the  Civilian  Conservation  Corps. 
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On  the  orders  of  President  Roosevelt,  in  March  1942,  MacArthur,  his  family  and  his  staff  left  nearby  Corregidor  Island  in 
PT  boats  and  escaped  to  Australia,  where  MacArthur  became  Supreme  Commander,  United  States  Armed  Forces,  and 
Southwest  Pacific  Area.  He  was  promoted  to  General  of  the  Army  (equivalent  to  the  European  rank  of  Field  Marshal)  in 
1944.  For  his  brilliant,  but  unsuccessful  defense  of  the  Philippines,  MacArthur  was  subsequently  awarded  the  Medal  of 
Honor.  After  more  than  two  years  of  fighting  in  the  Pacific,  he  fulfilled  a  promise  to  return  to  the  Philippines. 


MacArthur  officially  accepted  the  Empire  of  Japan's  surrender  on  September  2,  1945,  aboard  the  battleship  USS 
Missouri.  MacArthur  subsequently  oversaw  the  occupation  of  Japan  from  1945  to  1951.  As  the  effective  ruler  of  Japan, 
he  oversaw  sweeping  economic,  political  and  social  changes. 


Upon  his  return  to  the  US,  MacArthur  was  given  a  ticker-tape 
parade  in  NYC,  and  was  allowed  the  honor  to  address  a  joint 
session  of  Congress.  There  was  an  unsuccessful  attempt  by 
Republicans  to  have  him  run  for  President  in  1952,  but  he  deferred, 
and  the  nomination  went  to  General  of  the  Army  Dwight  D.  Eisenhower. 
After  retirement,  he  became  Chairman  of  the  Board  for  the  Remington  Rand  Corporation,  and  spent  his  remaining  years 
in  New  York  City,  speaking  out  on  public  issues.  His  final  address,  in  January  1962,  to  the  graduating  class  at  West  Point 
is  considered  one  of  his  finest  speeches. 


In  1950,  he  was  appointed  Supreme  Commander,  United  Nations  Forces  in  Korea,  when  the 
Korean  War  (June  25,  1 950  -  July  27,  1 953)  began.  This  three  year  conflict  ultimately  cost 
the  United  States  33,686  battle  deaths,  2,830  non-battle  deaths  and  8,176 
missing  in  action. 


He  held  the  United  Nations  Command  in  the  Korean  War  until  he  was 
removed  from  command  by  President  Harry  S  Truman  on  April  11, 
1951,  for  making  public  statements  that  contradicted  the  Truman 
administration’s  policies.  His  relief  of  command  remains  a  contro¬ 
versial  topic  in  the  field  of  civil-military  relations. 


MacArthur  lived  the  rest  of  his  life  in  a  series  of  suites  in  The  Waldorf-Astoria  Hotel  in  New  York  City.  He  died  of  kidney  failure  on 
April  5,  1964,  and  after  a  moving  state  funeral,  his  remains  were  interred  in  an  elaborate  mausoleum  in  Norfolk,  Virginia. 

The  1947  Philippines  MacArthur  Coinage 

The  1947  MacArthur  Commemoratives  are  notable  in  that  they  were  the  first  coinage  of  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines. 
The  MacArthur  commemoratives  follow  a  unique  series  of  United  States  coinage  issued  from  1903-1945  for  use  in  the 
Philippines.  With  the  establishment  of  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines  in  1946,  these  non-circulating  commemoratives  were  the 
only  coinage  of  the  new  republic  between  1946  and  1958.  The  sizes,  metallic  content,  and  denominations  of  the  coins  are  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  earlier  United  States  series  struck  for  the  Philippines.  Both  coins  were  struck  in  coin  alignment. 

The  two  coins  consist  of  a  One  Peso  and  a  Fifty  Centavos  coin.  The  One  Peso,  Krause  number  #185  is  composed  of 

.900  silver,  .5787  oz  ASW  (Actual  Silver  Weight)  27.5  mm, 
with  a  reeded  edge.  100,000  examples  were  struck. 

The  Fifty  Centavos  coin,  Krause  number  #184,  is  composed 
of  .750  Silver,  .2411  oz  ASW,  35  mm  and  a  reeded  edge. 
200,000  examples  were  struck. 

As  the  mintages  suggest,  the  coins  are  not  rare,  although 
higher  silver  prices  have  undoubtedly  contributed  to  the  mint¬ 
ing  of  unknown  quantities  of  both  denominations.  These 
handsome  silver  coins  have  been  popularly  and  heavily  pro¬ 
moted  over  the  years,  and  older  numismatic  publications  are 
replete  with  promotional  offerings  of  the  two  coin  set.  Today, 
both  coins  are  readily  available  from  coin  dealers,  and  on  on¬ 
line  auction  sites  such  as  eBay.  .  The  coins  are  notorious  for 
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the  relatively  low  relief  striking,  so  while  very  common  in  uncirculated  condition,  well  struck  examples  are  not  as  com¬ 
mon,  especially  for  the  larger  One  Peso  denomination.  The  portraits  on  both  coins  have  a  tendency  to  appear  somewhat 
grainy,  especially  on  the  middle  of  the  portrait. 

The  obverse  of  the  One  Peso  coin  has  a  uniformed  portrait  of  General  MacArthur  facing  right.  The  inscription  "DEFEND¬ 
ER  AND  LIBERATOR”  appears  on  the  periphery  of  the  rim  above  the  portrait.  Completing  the  passage,  the  inscription 
"OF  THE  PHILIPPINES"  appears  on  the  periphery  near  the  bottom  rim  of  the  coin. 

The  portrait  is  of  the  General,  with  his  hat  and  five-star  lapel  pin.  His  name  and  title  appear  horizontally  in  the  design,  the  inscrip¬ 
tion,  and  indeed  his  last  name,  broken  by  the  portrait  which  appears  in  the  center  of  the  design.  "GEN/DOUGLAS, 
MAC/ARTHUR"  appearing  on  two  lines.  Under  the  General's  bust,  the  date  "OCT  20  1944."  The  date  is  a  reference  to  the  lib¬ 
eration  of  the  Philippines.  Just  above  the  date,  and  underneath  the  General's  portrait,  the  designer's  initials,  "L.G.F.” 

The  Fifty  Centavos  coin  has  the  similar  position  and  lettering  as  the  One  Peso  coin.  However,  the  portrait  is  more  of  a  three-quar¬ 
ter  view  of  MacArthur  in  uniform. 

The  reverses  of  both  coins  are  also  similar,  with  the  exception  of  the  denominations.  The  upper  periphery  of  each  has  the  inscrip¬ 
tion  "PHILIPPINES."  Near  the  bottom  periphery  of  each  coin  the  denomination,  either  "ONE  PESO,"  or  "FIFTY  CENTAVOS." 
The  central  design  element  is  of  the  Seal  of  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines,  which  consists  of  a  shield  with  the  Katipunan  sun  in 
center  oval,  three  stars  above.  Below  were  the  Spanish  lion  and  American  eagle,  making  the  overall  design  a  shorthand  history 
of  Philippine  history.  Just  below  the  seal  is  the  "S"  mintmark,  signifying  the  San  Francisco  Mint,  and  the  date  "1947." 

The  coins  were  designed  by  Laura  Gaudin  Fraser  (September  14,  1889  -  August  13,  1966).  Fraser's  work  is  well  known  to 
American  numismatists,  having  designed  a  number  of  commemorative  coins  and  medals  during  her  lifetime.  As  recently  as 
1999,  the  United  States  Mint  issued  a  commemorative  Five  Dollar  gold  coin  for  the  bicentennial  of  Washington’s  death,  based 
on  a  design  by  Laura  Gaudin  Fraser  which  she  had  originally  submitted  for  the  1932  Quarter  Dollar  commemorating  the  bicen¬ 
tennial  of  George  Washington’s  birth. 

The  MacArthur  Philippines  coins  are  widely  available  on  on-line  auction  sites  such  as  eBay,  and  often  appear  in  the  inventories  of  deal¬ 
ers  that  deal  with  world  coins.  Because  of  the  popularly  of  the  General,  as  well  as  the  high 
mintages  and  silver  content,  the  coins  have  been  the  subject  of  numerous  hobby  promo¬ 
tions  over  the  years,  and  often  are  found  in  collections  of  United  States  coins. 

These  attractively  designed  coins  are  modestly  priced,  generally  commanding  slight 
premiums  over  bullion  value.  For  collectors  looking  for  a  historic  coin  issue,  depict¬ 
ing  a  famous  American  General,  the  1 947  Peso  and  Fifty  Centavos  coins  are  an  inter¬ 
esting,  well  designed,  and  modestly  priced  addition  to  any  collection. 
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General  'Billy  Mitchell  was  a  United  States  Army  general  who  is  regarded  as  the  father  of  the  United  States  Air  Force.  Mitchell  had  antagonized 
many  people  in  the  Army  with  his  arguments  advocating  increased  investment  in  air  power,  and  in  1925,  was  returned  from  appointment  as  a  brigadier 
general  to  his  permanent  rank  of  Colonel  The  same  year  was  court-martialed  for  insubordination  after  accusing  Army  and  Navy  leaders  of  an  “almost 
treasonable  administration  of  the  national  defense”  for  investing  in  battleships  instead  of  aircraft  carriers.  He  would  resign  from  the  service  shortly  there¬ 
after  After  his  death,  he  received  many  honors,  including  a  commission  by  FDR  as  a  Major  General.  He  is  also  the  only  individual  after  whom  a  type 
of  U  S  military  aircraft,  the  North  American  B-25  Mitchell,  is  named. 

United  States  coinage  is  struck  in  “coin  alignment"  also  sometimes  referred  to  as  “coin  rotation.”  Thus,  for  a  U  S.  coin,  when  the  coin  is  held  by  the 
top  and  bottom  edge  and  rotated  from  side-to-side,  the  reverse  will  appear  upside  down. 
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Deep  inside  all  of  us  collectors  is  the  desire  to  own  the  best  possible  coins  we  can  possibly  find. 
Sure,  coins  that  show  some  wear  on  them  have  character  and  were  obviously  used,  and  a  coin  with 
a  well-placed  hole  in  it  has  some  story  behind  it,  as  it  was  probably  used  as  jewelry  or  a  lucky  charm. 
But  ultimately,  when  it  comes  to  condition,  we  all  have  a  soft  spot  for  the  very  best.  For  the  past  sev¬ 
eral  decades,  that  has  meant  proof  coins.  And  for  much  of  that  time,  the  biggest  proof  coins  a  per¬ 
son  could  get  were  half  dollars.  Thus,  let’s  see  how  feasible  it  is  to  collect  proof  half  dollars,  and  how 
much  the  endeavor  may  steamroll  the  average  wallet. 

The  Kennedy  Halves 

The  Kennedy  half  dollar  series  may  vie  with  coins  such  as  the  20-cent  pieces 
of  the  1 870’s  as  the  least  used  coins  ever  --  and  may  also  take  the  cake  for  the 
longest  running  series  to  not  get  used  much.  There  are  no  coin  machines  that 
take  them,  or  spots  in  cash  registers  for  them  (and  if  you  give  them  to  folks  at 
fast  food  restaurants  and  such  as  a  way  to  educate  people,  know  that  all  you 
are  doing  is  causing  a  problem  and  a  delay  in  the  line  of  folks  behind  you).  Yet 
the  Mint  keeps  pounding  out  Kennedy  halves,  and  keeps  making  proof  ver¬ 
sions  of  them.  Assembling  a  set  of  proofs  can  be  fun,  simply  because  all  the 
individual  proofs  one  can  buy  have  been  broken  out  of  sets. 

When  it  comes  to  collecting  most  proof  coins,  it  is  usually  wise  to  look  for  pieces  that  have  been 
encapsulated  by  some  third  party  grading  service  so  that  you  have  assurance  that  the  PF-67  you  just 
purchased  is  indeed  that  grade,  and  not  something  lower.  But  with  the  proof  Kennedy  halves,  they 
are  usually  so  inexpensive  that  it  isn’t  worth  the  trouble  to  slab  them  in  the  first  place.  That  includes 
the  recent  ones  that  are  again  being  made  in  silver.  So  the  rule  of  thumb  here  is  this:  buy  what  you 
can  afford,  whether  the  coin  is  raw  or  slabbed.  That  routinely  prevents  any  buyer’s  remorse. 

The  1964  Kennedy  is  the  one  coin  in  this  series  that  it  might  be  worth  adding  to  any  collection  in 
slabbed  form.  The  price  for  something  like  a  PF-67  specimen  is  only  about  $50,  but  higher  grades 
can  zoom  through  the  roof  in  terms  of  price.  Here  the  guarantee  that  a  slab  provides  can  be  helpful. 

The  Franklin  Proofs 

The  Franklin  half  dollars  were  issued  only  from  1 948  to  1 963,  and  during  that  span 
of  time  proofs  were  issued  from  the  Main  Mint  in  Philadelphia  every  year  except 
the  first  two.  And  the  mintage  totals  from  1950  to  1963  span  an  enormous  range, 
which  is  part  of  what  makes  collecting  proof  Franklins  so  interesting. 

Going  backwards  through  the  years,  the  1961,  the  1962,  and  1963  proof  Franklin 
half  dollars  each  saw  mintages  greater  than  3  million  coins.  They  can  be  obtained 
today  in  grades  as  high  as  PF-70  -  no  kidding,  technically  perfect  coins  -  for  about 
$400  each.  “Lesser”  grades  such  as  PF-67  generally  cost  less  than  $100  each. 

The  1957  -  1960  proof  Franklin  halves  were  all  made  to  about  the  tune  of  1 
million  per  year,  with  only  the  1958  dipping  below  that  mark,  to  875,652.  These  are  all  more  expen¬ 
sive  than  those  we  just  mentioned,  at  least  in  those  highest  of  grades.  But  if  you  snag  a  piece  in  PF- 
65,  the  prices  are  still  below  $100  per  coin. 

Before  that,  from  1 954  -  1 956,  the  proof  Franklins  are  common  enough  that  again  $1 00  will  go  a  long 
way  when  it  comes  time  to  buy.  It’s  those  earliest  four  years  of  proofs  that  become  a  thorny  little 
problem.  All  can  still  be  found  as  proofs,  and  in  grades  like  PF-65,  but  the  prices  rise  quickly,  espe¬ 
cially  for  the  least  common  of  them,  the  1950.  In  these  cases,  that  note  with  Ben  Franklin’s  smiling 
face  on  it  won’t  go  too  far  in  buying  a  proof  half  dollar  with  his  face  on  it. 
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The  Proof  Walking  Liberty  Halves 

The  beautiful  Walking  Half  dollars  that  were  the  fifty-cent  pieces  of  the  land  from 
1916  to  1947  include  a  few  years  in  the  series  in  which  proofs  were  coined. 
From  1936  to  1942  the  proof  mintages  slowly  built  from  a  low  of  3,901  in  1936 
to  a  high  point  of  21 ,120  in  1942.  Some  of  the  major  price  listings  quote  these 
as  being  about  $500  in  grades  such  as  PF-64  or  PF-65.  The  trick  is  finding  one 
in  the  first  place!  These  do  not  tend  to  be  the  kind  of  coins  just  lying  in  dealer 
cases,  even  at  the  best  attended  and  biggest  F.U.N.  shows.  They  tend  to  be 
coins  that  cross  the  auction  block  -  and  that  means  price  guides  are  somewhat 
dubious  indicators  of  value.  But  even  adding  one  proof  Walking  Liberty  half  to 
a  collection  of  proof  halves  would  be  one  to  plunk  firmly  into  the  ‘win’  column. 


The  Proof  Barber  Halves 

Though  it  may  be  hard  to  believe,  even  though  what  gets  called  the  mod¬ 
ern  proofs  have  their  start  as  sets  first  issued  in  1936,  there  are  a  small 
number  of  what  get  called  proof  half  dollars  that  were  issued  considerably 
before  that.  We’ll  concentrate  on  the  Barbers,  and  point  out  that  these 
proofs  are  not  made  in  the  same  manner  as  modern  proof  coins,  meaning 
polished  dies,  frosted  reliefs,  mirrored  fields,  and  twice-struck  surfaces. 
They  are  excellent  coins,  to  be  sure,  but  they  were  not  produced  in  the 
same  manner. 


The  proof  Barber  halves  were  also  not  minted  to  anywhere  near  the  same  quantities  as  those  of  the 
Walking  Liberty,  Franklin,  or  Kennedy  series.  Only  the  first  year,  1892,  saw  a  proof  count  that  went 
higher  than  one  thousand  coins.  Many  years  saw  a  few  hundred  made,  and  no  more.  All  that  adds 
up  to  big  prices  today.  Once  again,  these  are  the  coins  of  auctions,  and  once  again  any  price  guide 
may  be  nothing  more  than  a  well-educated  guess. 


Overall 


If  the  limited  number  of  Barber  half  dollars  are  not  too  expensive  for  you,  the  earlier  Seated  Liberty 
half  series  does  have  a  very  small  number  of  proofs  within  it,  and  the  prices  are  ratcheted  right  up  to 
verify  the  scarcity  of  each  of  them.  But  even  for  those  of  us  of  limited  means,  there  are  plenty  of  rel¬ 
atively  common  proof  halves  we  can  collect  and  enjoy.  Best  of  luck  when  it  comes  to  building  your 
collection  of  them!

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Coin  Crazy? 

By  Michael  S.  Fey,  Ph.D. 


Yes,  I  love  coins  and  I  collect 
lots  of  them  for  many  different 
reasons.  I  guess  you  can  say 
that  I’m  a  bit  coin  crazy,  but 
there  are  some  aspects  to  the 
hobby  that  literally  drive  me 
nuts.  Please  allow  me  to  vent  a 
few. 

It’s  my  understanding  that  non- 
circulated  “proof”  coins  are 
graded  according  to  the  amount 
of  “cleaning”.  After  all,  a  brief 
wipe  with  a  tissue  or  such  can 
result  in  varying  amounts  of 
hairlines  on  the  delicate  “mirror¬ 
like”  fields  and  the  devices,  all 
of  which  reduce  the  proof 
grade.  However,  when  the 
same  is  done  to  a  business 
strike  “proof-like”  coin,  the  coin 
is  graded  something  like 
“cleaned”  or  “uncirculated 
details”.  Why? 

Fingerprints  often  reduce  the 
grade  of  a  coin  and  I  would 
agree  if  they  were  unsightly. 
However,  I  have  a  high  grade 
Norweb  pedigreed  coin  with  a 
fingerprint  on  it.  Chances  are 
good  that  the  fingerprint  con¬ 
tains  Norweb’s  DNA.  Now,  I 
would  rather  have  a  coin  of  a 
famous  person  with  their  DNA 
than  their  original  signature. 
Shouldn’t  that  make  the  coin 
more  valuable,  hence  increase 
the  market  grading  of  the  coin? 

Toning  color  on  coins  can  be 
attractive,  neutral  or  ugly.  They 
can  raise  the  grade  and  hence 
value  of  a  coin,  have  no  effect 
on  the  coin’s  grade,  or  cause  a 
reduction  in  its  grade.  If  the 
grading  services  grade  coins  on 
“market”  rather  than  “technical” 
grades,  why  do  some  coins 
bring  many  multiples  of  their 
assigned  grade?  For  example, 


I  have  sold  beautifully  toned 
common  date  Morgan  dollars  in 
auction  from  MS  63-MS  66  for 
many  multiples  of  their  common 
price.  Should  they  have  been 
graded  much  higher  based  on 
their  unique  and  beautiful  eye 
appeal?

From  my  experience,  Morgan 
dollar  deep  mirror  proof-likes 
(DMPLs)  were  graded  much 
more  liberally  several  years  ago 
than  today.  Now,  I  look  at  some 
Morgans  that  grade  PL  and 
scratch  my  head  as  to  why  they 
were  not  graded  DMPL.  The 
difference  in  prices  between 
DMPL  and  PL  can  be  many 
multiples  on  some  rarer  dated 
PL/DMPL  coins.  The  change  in 
grading  standards  will  leave 
some  collectors  with  older 
DMPL  coins  worth  somewhat 
less  than  they  think,  while 
astute  DMPL  collectors  today 
may  be  able  to  buy  PL  coins 
that  could  someday  be  graded 
DMPL.  We  need  a  more  objec¬ 
tive  standard. 

We’ve  come  to  learn  that  some 
ways  to  clean  a  coin,  dubbed 
“conservation”,  is  acceptable, 
while  others  methods  are  not. 


Coins  toned  attractively  over 
time  are  graded,  while  coins 
deemed  to  be  toned  quickly  are 
certified  as  with  a  negative  con¬ 
notation.  The  market  prices 
between  coins  graded  as 
“cleaned”  or  “artificially  toned” 
can  be  substantial.  Yet  some 
coins  graded  as  cleaned,  or 
with  artificial  toning  can  be  more 
attractive  and  market  accept¬ 
able  than  their  genuine  counter¬ 
parts. 

I  suppose  you  can  always  seek 
to  buy  an  attractive  certified  “no¬ 
problem”  graded  coin  if  it’s  com¬ 
mon  as  opposed  to  a  certified 
“problem”  coin.  However,  this  is 
not  always  the  case  with  rare 
coins.  To  make  my  point, 
would  you  reject  an  1804  dollar 
with  a  small  planchet  flaw,  patch 
of  hairlines,  or  an  old  cleaning?
